bath Schools, inclading about 240 teach- 
em, and 2400 schojars. In 1824, one 
scholar recited, on one Sabbath, 1080 
verses, and the next Sabbath 1006.* The 
first Sabbath School in Missouri wap 
opened in St. Louis, for the blacks, in 
March 1818, by the Missionaries the 
under the patronage ef the Baptist Boar 
of Foreign Missione; now, in Miss 4 
there are 10 Salbath School Societi 

ahout 45 schools, that include pot less 
than 100 teachers and 1200 scholars. 
Nearly all these Bible Societies and Sab- 
bath Schools, have been brought into ex- 
istence in less than two years, chiefly by 
the labours of an individual.t The

In Illinois there is 1 presiding elder, 
12 circuit preachers, and, 5% located 
preachers and exhorters of the Methodist 
Society ; Regular and United Baptists, 
58 do. ; Emancipating Baptiste, or friends 
of humanity, 13; [these refuse corres- 
pondence with all slave holders ;] Chris- 
tian body, or as some call them, Arian 
Baptists, or Schismatics, 13; Presbyte 
rians, 2; Cumberland Presbyterians, 14 ; 
Covenanters, 1; Duankers, 1; Indepen- 
dents, (Euglish,) 1; in all 155. 

In Missouri there are, of the Methodist 
Society, 2 presiding Elders, 17 circuit 
preachers, and 26 local preachers, and 
exhorters ; 53 do. of the Baptists; 2 
Emancipating Baptists ; 6 Christian body) 
6 Presbyterians; 12 (probably more) 
Cumberland Presbyterians; and t Epis- 
copalian ; in all, 115. 

Most of the preachers in these States 
are men of small education, who devote 
most of their time during the week, to 
secular concerns, and on the Sabbath and 
at other times of public meetings, preach 
or exhort, according to their abilities.

The Revivals of Religion in Ceylon, at 
the Missionary Statiens, is an era in the 
history of Missions, which must gladden 
the hearts of every pious man. The evi- 
dence of its genuineness is now apparent 
from the fruits of those who were suppos- 
ed to be its subjects. A joint letter from 
the six Missionaries in Ceylon, Mesers. 
Meigs, Poor, Winslow, Spaulding, Wood- 
ward § Scudder, published in the Mission- 
ary Herald, states, that afier a careful ex- 
amination of the professions and conduct 
of those who were awakened, and mani- 
fested hopeful appearances of piety, forty- 
one persons were received into the 
charch, Jan. 20, 1825, in addition to the 
previous large accessions before made 
from amongst the heather. To accom- 
modate spectators, and to encourage the 
pious, alemporary building was erected 
for the services of this day of admission 
to the church, tn the village of Santillepay, 
nearly in the centre of all the stations.— 
This building was 100 feet long, and 66 
feet wide, 12 or 14 fect high. ‘The audi- 
ence numbered 12 or 1500. A sermon, 
prayers, and addresses were delivered ; 
and in the administration of the commun. 
ion, eighty-six persons united in the ordi 
nance. Ihe whole nomber of native 
members, some of whom were not present, | 
is 73. Four bave been admitted to the 
charch since the 20th January. The 
whole number of children at the boarding 
schools. is 155; native members of the 
church not absent, 70; native free schools, 
59 ; school-masters, 68 ; boys in school, 
2414; girls in school, 255—making the 
total of children under instruction, 2669.

Although no general re- 
vival has been enjoyed in any church dur- 
ing the last year, yet there was an air of 
love and sacred sentiment breathed thro’ 
the whole, and we think that truly “we 
sat tugether in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus.”” Jt wus no small part of our joy 
to receive communications from the Cor- 
responding Secretary uf the Board of the 
Baptist Convention in the United States, 
from the ‘General Baptist Tract Society,” 
and from the ‘‘New Hampshire Baptist 
State Convention,” as likewise from our 
Corresponding sister Association. After 
the business was clused, and the churches 
and the whole Israel of God, commended 
to him, by the Moderator, in an affection- 
ate address and prayer, Rev. Nathan 
Ames from Sutton, N. H. delivered a mis- 
sionary sermon, fonnded on 2 Cor. v. 14. 
“The love of Christ corstraineth us.’”’— 


We parted from each other with mach 
reluctance but were cheered with the 
hope, that we should soon meet to part no 
more.

The existence of Infant Baptism, in the firat 
and second centuries after Christ, examamed 
and disproved in a series of numbers. 
NO. I. 
Mr. Editor. 

It is unpleasant to be compelied to 
meet, and again to repel arguments often 
refuted, but thie may nevertheless be a 
duty, seeing new generations of men are 
risiog up, whu are unacquainted with the 
evideace on which the doctrines. and or- 
dinances of christian faith and practice are 
tounded. 

We areled to these remarks by read- 
ing a late Pedo-baptist publication, io 
which the writer, in a course of numbers, 
attempts to give an historical account of 
the evidence os which Infant Baptism 
rests. 

In the first paragraph, he remarks, 
that ‘the unanimous testimony of sev- 
eral historians respecting certain facts. 
commands our unhesitating belief.” 

This remark is preparatory to the in- 
troduction of certain men, called ‘* Fath- 
ers’’ in the ancient Church, as witnesses 
to the practice of Infant Baptism in the 
days of the Apostles. Since these Fath- 
ers bave testified to many other practi- 
ces as being Apostolic, which practices 
all Protestant churches at the present day 
deny to bave had their origin, until long 
after the death ofthe last Apostle, and 
therefore, refuse to practise as those 
Fathers did, we are by no means under 
obligation to receive the testimony of such 
witnesses. We do not refuse to believe 
them, when their testimony is supported 
by proper evidence. But our Pedo-taptist | 
brethren do not receive their testimony, | 
when they declare that Infant communion 
is of apostolic origin, and we esteem their 
testimony equally good, and no better, with 
respect to Infant baptism. We perceive 


the following words, ‘It: isnecessary to 
the perfection of a Christian life, that we 
should imitate Christ, not orly such holy 
actions, and dispositions, as lenity, modes- 
ty, and patience, which he exemplitied in 


his life, but alto his death, as Paul saith,

structed in the doctrine of Christ from 
your infancy, are you not yet agquainted 
with it ?”” 

So clearly and fully does Basil, Bishop 
of Caesarea, not as a historian, bat as a 
preacher, establish the fact, that in the 
Greek Church in the 4th century, the 
children of the Church were instructed 
and exhorted, before they were admitted 
to Baptism; and, that a profession of 
faith was preparatory to Baptism. That 
any exception to such practice existed 
in the Greek Church at that time, we are 
not informed. We, therefore, infer, that 
Infant Baptism had not then obtained a 
standing in that Church. Lent homilies 
of that Church are full of testimony to the 
trath of this assertion. Additional evi- 
dence is found in the foilowing facts. 

Gregory, bishop of Nazianzum in Cap- 
padocia and his wife Nonna were alike 
eminently pious. Nonna, like Hannah, 
dedicated her children to God before 
they were born. Their son, now called 
St. Gregory, or Archbishop Nazianzen, 
was well educated, but was not baptized, 
until he was nearly thirty years old, al- 
though born while his father was bishop. 
We presume bis father was a Baptist 
bishop. 

John Chrysostom, another archbishop 
at Constantinople, was the son of Secon- 
dus and Anthusa, who were both Chris- 
tians before his birth. He was not bap- 


afvid Strabo, who lived in the latter part 
6f the ninth century, and who advocated 
“pouring” and Infant Baptism, “It is 
\o be olserved,” says this writer, ‘ that

and, therefore, to prevent such a misfor- 
tune, the priests baptized them, contrary to 
the opinions of hereticks, enemies to the 
grace of God, who contended, that chil- 
dren ought not to be baptized, because 
they had not sinned.’’* 

Whatever our readers may think of 
what has been said, we request them to 
read the history of the Church for them- 
selves, and calling no man master, to test 
all their opinions upon the subject under 
discussion by the unerring word of God.

superstitions; or whether the practice of 
Infant Baptism had its origin from a wo- 
man, Quintilla of Phrygia, or from any 
other person, after the ttme of the Apostles. | 
It is sufficient for us to establish the fol- | 
lowing proposition, viz: During the \st 
and 2d centuries, the practice of instructing 
the children of Church members into the 
knowledge of the Scriptures, and requiring 
of them a profession of their faith, before 
admitting them to Baptism, was general, 
and, so far as we can learn, UNIVERSAL, 
in the Church at Rome, in the Church at 
Alexandria, and tn the Church at Jeru- 
salem. 
If this proposition is true, Infant Bap- 
tism must look for its origin, when and 
where it can find it, after the close of the 
second century of the Christian Era, and 
the Church is left to search the Scrip- | 
tures, that she may ascertain what are the 
ordinances of Christ, and who are proper 
subjects or receivers of those ordinances. 
We may here remark, that an undesigned 
deception is practised on the reader of the 
numbers, by saying Ist 2d 3d centuries 
afier the Apostles, instead of 2d 3d 4th 
centuries after Christ. It leads some 
readers to think, that the dates given 
have nearer proximity to the days of 
Christ than istrue. I, therefore, adopt 
the common method, and say, Ist and 2d 
centuries after Christ. For, if the mys- 
tery of iniquity began to work in the very 
days of the Apostles, so thatthe beauty 
of the Church was in some things mar- 
red, it is not difficult to account for the 
numerous corruptions, found in the 
Church in the 3d and 4th centuries. 
Judaizing teachers taught, that, unless 
a man be circumcised, he could not be sa- 
ved, and it is by no means incredible, or 
improbable, that some men, even in the 
2d, and perbaps, in the Ist century, 
taught that unless a man, and even an in- 
fant, were baptized, he could not be «a- 
ved. The first account we have of this 
practice brings us the opinion, that Bap- 
tism is a saving ordinance, and therefore, 
Infants must be baptized, or they must be 
lost. To this opinion Infant Baptism is to 
be attributed. We shall attempt to shew, 
that in the 4th century, Infant Baptism 
had not becdme universal in the Charch, 
that in the third century it was less com- 
mon, and inthe 2d and Ist centuries it 
had no existence. In the 4th century we

The Greek church was, then, 
in the 4th century, Baptist. Infant Bap- 
tism was introduced into that church af- 
terwards, and to this day the Greeks, who 
ought to know the meaning of the Greek 
word Baptizo, practise tmmersion. The 
apostles visited and preached in Gieek 
cities, and addressed letters to Greek 
churches, which they had fonnded. Such 
as the church at Ephesus, at Phillippi, at 
Corinth, &c. But no trace of Infant Bap.- | 
tis can be found in any of those church- | 
es, until after the 4th century. Had the | 
apostles practised the Baptizing of Infants | 
any where, they would have done so in| 
these churches, which they often visited | 
and resided with, during many years, but | 
they did not so practise in these churches, | 
they, therefore, did not so practise in any | 
church. We might leave the argument | 
here, and let every man examine the his- | 
tory of other churches ; and, were preju- | 
dice removed from every reader, we | 
should feel no solicitude, so far as ar- | 
gument is concerned, for the conse- | 
quences. Every impartial reader, we | 
think, would see, that it is the greatest | 
absurdity to expect to find Infant Baptism | 
introduced and practised by the apostles | 
in churches in Africa and Rome, since | 
they did no such thing in Corinth and 
Ephesus, and Philippi, and Thessalonica 
and Colosse, & Athens, where the Greek | 
language was spoken, in which language | 
the apostles both spoke and wrote, and 
therefore, could communicate their in- | 
structions without fear of being misun- | 
derstood, 

it may, perhaps, he objected, that the | 
Greek church, so called at present, is not | 
derived from the Greek churches, estab- | 
lished by the apostles, but was originally | 
a branch of the Roman church. 

We reply. This objection does not. 
affect the argument, since the Greek | 
Churches founded by the apostles were | 
soon united with the Church at Constan- | 
tinople the head of the Greek Church, 
and at the time of Basil and Chrysostom 
were eo united, aod the Church of St. 
Sophia at Constantinople was only the 
principal or Metropolitan Church among 
the Greek Churches. Constantinople, or 
as it was first called Byzantinm in Thrace, 
was for ages the seatof the Greek em- 
pire. Here was the seat of the establish. 
ed Greek Church, which comprehended 
the Greek Churches planted by the 
apostles. ** All the ascient Greek rituals 
have instructed catechumens for the sub- 
jects of baptism, and immersion for the 
wode.”’*

ist, and a state of lawless infringement on 
the rights of others may be substituted 
for that scrupulous regard to the securi- 
ties of property, which has obtained in 
every civilized nation on the face of the 
earth.
